“The Mississippi Library Commission Board has accepted with genuine regr 
Mrs. Eunice Eley’s resignation as Director of the Commission. We fee! keep| 
our loss because we recognize that most of the progress of libraries and intere 
in them is due to her work .. . she has agreed to remain until a suitable perso 
is found ... We, as Board members, know that we cannot find someone to tak 
her place, but by her willingness to stay on we have time to select her successor 


From Mrs. E. B. Nash on January 18, 1955: “Mrs. Lura G. Currier, Jackson, hz 
been elected by the Mississippi Library Commission to the position of Direct 
of the Commission, effective February 1, 1955. Mrs. Currier brings to her wor 
the needed professional training and experience, and an understanding of oy 
state ... We feel sure that she will be untiring in her efforts to continue th 
progress of library work in Mississippi. We bespeak for her your interest and 
cooperation.” 


From Lura Currier, January 25, 1955: “. . . Eunice Eley has consented tj 
stay on with us in the position of Administrative Assistant. There is no adequat 
way to express our joy that Eunice’s skill, knowledge and enthusiasm for Missis 
sippi’s libraries are still to be ours . . . Professionally, it will mean a great dea 
to the library program of the state to have her services on many special projec 
. .. Personally, it will mean a great deal to the new Director to have her wis 
counsel and to continue to benefit from her leadership.”

Copiah County Library, Hazlehurst 

Mrs. Benjamin Simmons delivered 
reading certificates and prizes to the 
winners at the regular council meeting 
of the Home Demonstration Clubs 
which met at the library in January. 
The reading program is sponsored by 
the Home Demonstration Clubs, the 
Copiah County Library and the Mis- 
sissippi Library Commission. One hun- 
dred twenty-six members took part in 
the reading program, reading a total of 
1123 books (though much reading was 
done that was not reported). Certifi- 
cates were delivered to 31 members 
who had a maximum amount and qual- 
ity of reading. Mrs. E. F. Bailey of 
Allen Club won a book, SATURDAY 
EVENING POST TREASURY. Allen 
Club also won $5.00 for reporting the 
most books read, which was 172. Read- 
ing sheets for 1955 were given to mem- 
bers. 

Evans Memorial Library, Aberdeen 

Lucile Peacock says so much goes on 
at the library there is hardly time to 
write about it but she adds: RE- 
QUESTS, REQUESTS, REQUESTS. 
Over the desk and by the telephone 
they have tumbled in. The Read-A- 
Book Radio Program has included such 
participants as: the County Superin- 
tendent of Education; the American 
Heritage Discussion Group from the 
Wren Branch Library; a speech teach- 
er’s class; music pupils from several 
classes; the American Legion Auxiliary; 
Girl’s Sextet from High School; a local 
dentist during National Dental Health 
Week; The Junior Twentieth Century 
Club on Monroe County Authors and 
Musicians; the Lanier Club of Okolona; 
ete, etc, etc... 

As never before the library has pro- 
vided source of material for columnists 
in Aberdeen and Tupelo. Some of their 
subjects include: Steamboating on the 
Tombigbee; Record of the First Meeting 
of the Monroe County Board of Super- 
visors; An Early Monroe County Tav- 
ern; Names of County Authors; outlaws 
of 125 years ago; history of churches; 
the old opera house in Aberdeen; the 
library’s collection of Bibles, one of 
which dates back to 1109; research for 
an artist who is painting coats-of-arms. 


Every first Wednesday of the month 
the newly organized and enthusiastic 
Aberdeen Genealogical Society meets 
at the library. The outstanding recent 
exhibit at the library was that of the 
paintings of Mrs. Eugenia Eckford 
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Rhoads, a Mississippi native now living 
in Wilmington, Delaware. The artist 
contributed one of her beautiful paint- 
ings to the library. 


Lee County Library, Tupelo 


Elizabeth Holcomb says: “Life is 
never dull at this library. Although it 
is a source of great satisfaction to the 
staff that the number of men who visit 
the library is on the increase among 
them are several who add spice to life 
and stand out as patrons the library 
remembers. There is the backwoods- 
man from a neighboring county who 
drops in every month with his lunch 
pail to spend the day catching up on 
his reading. With his large black hat 
on top of his head, sitting astride a 
chair, he spends the day reading about 
Jessie James, Kit Carson, “Settin’ Bull’, 
Private John Allen, and other favorites. 
A stooped Spanish-American war vet- 
eran with a red rose in lapel and a 
draw-string bag in hand comes to check 
out books regularly for himself, his wife 
and his wife’s sister. A sociable soul, 
he always brings chewing gum to dis- 
tribute in the library and he insists that 
each and all “have a coke on me.” A\l- 
though he lives only one block from the 
library he lingers until a likely person 
with whom he can “catch a ride in my 
direction” departs. A bewhiskered long- 
haired man looking like a master violin- 
ist recently made his appearance. After 
requesting a New York paper he spent 
the afternoon reading newspapers and 
magazines and attracting much atten- 
tion. Others: a former Tupeloan who 
drives 35 miles every two weeks to 
check out mysteries; a twelve year old 
boy who puts the librarians to shame 
by the quantity and quality of historical 
reading he does; a young Tupelo poet 
and budding author who, though now 
in college in another state, comes back 
to his home town library for inspiration 
and information and “ultra books”’— 
ultra classics, or ultra modern; the col- 
lege lad who will read almost anything 
if he can be the first, or among the first, 
te check it out; and the ex-professor, 
who spends many an afternoon reading 
folklore and history which always re- 
mind him of something that happened 
to his grandpa, uncle or cousin. 

“Lee County Library’s bookmobile 
performs a service unique, perhaps, for 
most bookmobiles. It sponsors a book 
review club for women in East Tupelo 
who “have always wanted to belong to 
a book club.” During the warm months 
this club meets twice a month under 
the shade of a tree on the bookmobile 
parking lot. Fall, winter and spring 
meetings are held in the homes of club 
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Lowndes County Library, Columbus

MISSISSIPPI VERSION

On February 8, 1955 Ruth Warncke, Director and R. E. 
Dooley, Field Worker for A.L.A. American Heritage Pro- 
ject, met with librarians and others who sponsor the 
Project in Mississippi. The conference was held at the 
Library Commission in Jackson and was directed by Mr. 
Dooley assisted by Miss Warncke. The following article 
indicates the trend of thinking with regard to the value of 
the discussion group project, it’s continuation and it’s ex- 
pansion to include broader aspects of adult education.

We met, we “reviewed with pride.” 
we “looked at by-products” and we 
knitted our brows over “toward what 
future goals.” The American Heritage 
Project librarians said with certainty 
at a February 8 meeting, “We have 
reached the ‘point of no return’; the 
oly way now is ahead.” 

We reviewed with pride 

“People responded enthusiastically 
and happily to the fact that it (the AH 
discussion group) is not an action group. 
They didn’t have to get out and do 
smething about something. It was just 
an airing of ideas. And we learned that 
people in our community had ideas 
never before expressed.” 

“Most group members who followed 
through saw the necessity of examining 
the many aspects of problems and issues 
from an objective rather than a sub- 
jective point of view. We have actual 
evidence that this attitude influenced 
thinking and individual action.” 

“It led us to see the other side of the 
race question. That we (the Negro) are 
the offended ones, is a prevailing atti- 
tude. The discussion group made us see 
that other people have problems too. It 
was a surprise to some when visitors 
(white) came, to find that they are just 
people too.” 

“A group member said his ideas 
hadn’t changed, but he had become in- 
terested in learning about other’s ideas. 
It took him three years to be willing 
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to listen.” 
isn’t it?) 

“The AH discussion groups contrib- 
uted much to understanding the rights 
and responsibilities of all Americans. 
However, our group felt if we are to 
make real progress toward better 
understanding and relationships we 
would need to have some interracial 
discussion groups. Our group has begun 
to talk about that, but we are just on 
the ground floor.” 

“Our community seems to feel that 
American Heritage is their project 
whether they attend a discussion group 
or not.” 

We looked at by-products 

Group members, challenged by the 
AH discussion method re-evaluated pro- 
gram techniques in other organizations 
to which they belonged, with some re- 
sults: 

“They realized that the program lead- 
er (of their organizations) did too much 
participating. They came to the Library 
to find out how AH trained its leaders. 
We worked with these people and feel 
that we gave valuable assistance in pro- 
gram planning.” 

“For years we faced a stone-wall re- 
sistance to any type of program except 
the speech. This year the last meeting 
of (name withheld) was the first real 
group participation meeting ever held. 
It was the first meeting also where I

could not get them to go home. As a 
result, many clubs come to us for help. 
We found that the AH idea makes a 
difference in all program planning in 
those ,organizations that ask for assist- 
ance.’ 

“The public was appreciative of the 
fact that the Library at last was doing 
something specific for adults. And fur- 
thermore, it opened to us at the library 
additional ways by which we could 
serve adults.” 

“Learning the proper. discussion 
methods has reached into the adult 
Sunday School classes in our town. Also 
we go requests from two specialized 
fields asking for assistance in organiz- 
ing a discussion group and giving help 
in material selection.” 

From a veteran leader: 

“Library service took on a ‘new look’ 
for me. I see it now as a potential clear- 
ing house on community issues and 
problems not dealt with elsewhere. I 
had not known before a place where 
purely unbiased data could be found. 
The Library has no particular cause to 
promote; therefore, it is able to furnish 
information on all aspects of problems, 
and an opportunity to talk about them 
with other interested people. I say the 
library ought to take courage and make 
even larger use of this great power in 
an age when many serious problems 
face us.” 

Toward what future goals 

Financial assistance to the Mississippi 
American Heritage Project from A.L.A. 
ceases August 31, 1955. While the “di- 
vorce”’ is real, legal ‘ ‘alimony” will be 
paid in services of varied kind. Ruth 
Warncke, at present Director of the 
A.L.A. American Heritage Project, at- 
tended the February 9 conference. She 
announced that on September 1 of this 
year, she will become director of a more 
inclusive program, the LIBRARY-COM- 
MUNITY PROJECT. An enlarged staff 
at A.L.A. Headquarters in the Office of 
Adult Education will make possible ser- 
vices of a non-financial nature to con- 
tinuing our AH discussion groups and 
initiating other types of adult education 
projects in Mississippi. 

Lura G. Currier, Director of the Mis- 
sissippi Library Commission, stated at 
the February 9 conference that from 
the budgetary point of view a coordina- 
tor of adult education services could 
be added to the staff, provided the li- 
brarians who had participated in the 
AH project felt its continuation and 
expansion justified such a channeling 
of Commission funds. They did. 

With these possibilties of assistance, 
every librarian present expressed inten- 
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tions of continuing the AH discussion 
groups, and a number expressed hopes 
for expanded services such as discys. 
sion groups in other subject fields, pro. 
gram planning clinics, aids in me thods. 
techniques and materials for commun. 
ity organizations. 

The outstanding needs expressed by 
the librarians to implement these hopes 
were: (1) Mimeographed and printed 
matter on program planning, discussion 
techniques, bibliographies, Pent 
recruiting and publicity. (2) Newslet- 
ters, both National and State with gen. 
eral features as well as exchange of 
information and ideas. (3) Consultant 
services from A.L.A. (4) Leadership 
training. Six leaders trained under AH 
volunteered for training other leaders 
A leader conference for these volunteers 
is in the picture. (5) Coordination of al] 
library adult education activities at 
state level. (6) The need for discussion 
and program materials. The presently 
owned AH material is sufficient and 
usable for a long while. The MLC wil] 
be able to contribute some to the needs 
for new materials. (7) Need for periodic 
conferences of librarians engaged in 
adult education services. The necessity 
for such conferences was highlighted by 
Miss Warncke who said, they (re- 
tiring non-grant areas) didn’t do en yugh 
of this kind of thing. Make every effort 
to call librarians together. After all the 
library is the continuing organization.” 

The feeling of the group may be ex- 
pressed in the words of a participant, 

“The more than three years of assist- 
ance and guidance from A.L.A. has paid 
off in more specialized information, 
more workable techniques, and better 
avenues of understanding cooperation

Then, in the same issue of Library 
Journal Interlaken Mills has featured 
the new Municipal Library, showing a 
jeautiful view of the front of the build- 
ing. Accompanied by a photograph in- 
gt of Pearl Sneed, Jackson librarian, 
the article makes a summation of the 
basic building facts as well as a history 
of the Jackson Public Library. 





The lead article in Wilson’s Library 
Bulletin for March, 1955, is written by 
lura G. Currier. Entitled Don’t Get a 
Horse it is an adaptation of the speech 
made by Mrs. Currier at Southwestern 
Library Association in Albuquerque, 
New Mexico. Its theme is revealed in 
one of the questions: “What does it 
take to sell a first-rate library program 
toa growing area?”

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Another article appears in this same 
issue of Library Journal written by 
Dorothy McAllister. A similar version 
of this same article appeared in Library 
News in September, 1953. It is on the 
subject of library service in Mississippi 
to the colored race. The most encourag- 
ing aspect of the article is that it is, by 
now, out of date. That means that since 
its compilation in 1953 considerable 
progress has been made in the attempts 
of public librarians to reach all of their 
people.
